“That is not the case in the 
South today so far as segregation 
is concerned Although the 
plan purports to seek understand- 
ing for the South, in my Judgment 
its.effects could be to create even 
more misunderstanding. . . . The 
segregation problem, at best, is 
a monumentally complex and dif- 
ficult one. It has been compli- 
cated by extremists who, on the 
one hand, would throw all caution 
to the wind in their haste to 
change the status quo and, on the 
other hand, by those who would 
be equally irresponsible in resist- 
ing change of any kind anywhere. 


“The people of Florida repeat- 
edly have demonstrated their de- 
termination to avoid both ex-) 
tremes and to take their stand on 
the high middleground of reason 
and order under law. 


‘IT feel that they want the ener- 
gies and resources of their state 
devoted toward making of Florida 
an even better place to live.

WASHINGTON (‘(AP)—A State 
Department study shows the Com- 
munist bloc’s foreign aid program 
is still small compared with U.S. 
efforts but that it is paying off. 


At the same time, the depart- 
ment’s figures trace sharp in- 
creases in the Communist grant 
and loan program during recent 
years when U.S. overseas aid ap- 
propriations have been leveling 
off.

WARM SPRINGS — A new 
fountain, built of multi-colored 
native stone and located near 
the Little White House, was 


dedicated Sunday afternoon. 
The simple bronze plaque reads: 


“Erected to the memory of 
our great President, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lawrence Wood Robert 
dr., 198.” 


The fountain, consisting of 
four eccentric wells, with water 
cascading from one to another, 
is fed from the famous springs 
which gave the community its 
name. 


Present at the ceremony were 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert of At- 
lanta; their daughter Birnie 
and grandson Lawrence W. 
Robert IV; the fountain’s de- 
signer, Ed Moulthrop and Mrs. 
Moulthrop; Jesse M. Shelton, 
president of Robert & Co. As- 
sociates, of which Robert is 
board chairman, and Mrs. Shel- 
ton; Albert Cato, the builder of 
the memorial; members of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Warm 
Springs Memorial Commission, 
a group of former neighbors and 
friends of the late President, 
and a number of casual visi- 
tors. 


Brief remarks were made by 
Robert, recalling his long per- 
sonal, official and political as- 
sociations with Roosevelt, and 
by Cato who told of doing work 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt soon 
after he first came to Warm 
Springs seeking treatment for 
crippling polio.

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Boom in Economy 


Has Some Clouds 


The remarkable resilience of the na- 
tion’s economy is sharply reflected in the 
rapid recovery from last year’s recession. 

Not only has the economy bounced 
back. to its pre-recession level, but it has 
continued shooting upward toward boom 
proportions. 

Georgia has scored quite well in the 
national upswing. The Atlanta field of- 
fice of the U. S. Dept. of Commerce re- 
ports nearly all phases of the state’s busi- 
ness economy operated at higher levels 
in the first quarter of 1959 than in the 
corresponding period last year. New 
records were established in volume of 
transactions in some lines. 

Among the especially significant de- 
velopments was the incorporation of 944 
new businesses in the state, a 61 per cent 
gain over the first three months of last 
year. 

As for the nation as a whole, the 
Federal Reserve Board reports indus- 
trial production up to a record rate 
of 152 per cent of the 1947-49 average. 
Employment continues to increase. Con- 
sumer incomes are at new peaks. Encour- 
aging plans are being made for plant and 
equipment outlays. 

Durable goods industries, as well as 
a number engaged in production of non- 
durables, have made sizable gains. 

These and other factors make for a 
bright picture. 

But there are some spots on it that 
even rose-colored glasses fail to hide. 

Housing construction is lagging in 
comparison to advances made in most 
areas of the economy. Agriculture con- 
tinues to suffer. Government at all levels 
feels a severe financial pinch. A possible 
overindulgence in installment buying is 
another danger. 

Dark indeed are the clouds of infla- 
tion and a steel crisis. The two are close- 
ly related and comprise a most serious 
threat to the nation’s prosperity. 

The deadline for an agreement be- 
tween labor and management in the steel 
industry is little more than a week away. 
A prolonged strike would have a very 
harmful effect on many areas of the na- 
tion’s economy. A continuation of the 
wage-price spiral in the steel industry 
would bring extremely dangerous re- 
percussions. 

In fact, the outcome of steel negotia- 
tions could well set the pattern as to 
whether the nation experiences its great- 
est degree of prosperity or skids in the 
opposite direction. 

The present boomy or near boom, is 
impressive. But let’s keep an eye peeled 
on the clouds’ hanging over it.

Eisenhower Will Veto 
Politically Inspired Bill 


Since no one ever has reversed the 
adage that half a loaf is better than none, 
we hope Congress was listening when 
Secretary of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Arthur S. Flemming said the Presi- 
dent properly would veto any aid-to- 
education bill other than that proposed 
by administration advisers. 

The principles in the administration 
bill are these: 

1. Federal aid to education must not 
be on a temporary, emergency basis. , 

2. States must assume “a fair share” 
of the construction costs on a matching 
basis. 

3. Federal assistance must be based 
on relative need. 

4. There must be “due regard” for 

our fiscal situation. 
_ Against these principles is a House 
bill which would appropriate $1,100,000,- 
000 annually on an unmatched basis for 
school construction and teacher salary 
raises. Mr. Flemming said he would ad- 
vise a veto of this bill if it passes. With- 
out question the President will follow 
that advice. In fact, he hasn’t waited for 
it. He is ready to veto. 

The Atlanta Constitution knows the 
need is om and that the House bill,

Certainly the 
states ought to be required to make some 
contribution. And assuredly the relative 
needs of states are an inescapable factor.

Ireland’s De Valera 
Cast in Strange Role 


Ireland's voters have elected 
legendary Eamon de Valera, now 77 
years old, as president of the republic. 

It is an honorary position, removed 
from politics. As such, it will be a 
strange position for “Dev” who has been 
in the thick of the most acrimonious and 
violent politics for most of his life. 

New York born De Valera was known 
as “The Uncrowned King” of Ireland. 
Sent to Ireland from New York at the 
age of 2, after his father’s death, he 
was reared by a grandmother in County 
Limerick. 

Brilliant in school, he early joined 
the ranks of revolutionists and partici- 
pated in the Easter rebellion of 1916. 
The leaders, save for De Valera, were 
shot. He was spared because of his age 
and his American birth. Twice jailed, he 
escaped from the second sentence. He 
was in the thick of the fighting and, with 
establishment of the Republic of Eire, 
headed the government. 

It is one of the ironies that “Dev,” 
“Ireland’s darlin’,” is now regarded as 
too much of a conservative by the hot- 
heads of today. There were some boos 
for him during the election, and his 
majority was not all it should have been. 

It would not be fair to say he has 
lived too long, but he has lived: long 
enough to learn the bitter and familiar 
truth—that yesterday’s radical is today’s 
conservative—and that young men forget.

Lincoln Center Will Be 


Fabulous Development 


President Eisenhower has _ broken 
ground for the construction in New York 
City of the Lincoln Center for the Per- 
forming Arts, a 75-million-dollar project 
associated with urban redevelopment. It 
will contain performing theaters for mu- 
sic, opera, theater and the dance. 

The center, which is raising its own 
75-million-dollar fund, is a part of the 
federally aided Lincoln Square urban 
redevelopment program. It has been 
called “the boldest and most complex 
urban slum clearance project in Amer- 
ica,” and probably is. John D. Rocke- 
feller III is president of the center and 
has, of course, made generous contribu- 
tions to it. 

The project has significance for all 
America. It means that in time the Lin- 
coln Center will make New York the art 
center of the world. It will include a 
new Metropolitan Opera House, a dance 
and operetta theater, a library-museum, 
a new Julliard School of Music and a 
Philharmonic Hall. Without question this 
center will stimulate music, art and the 
dance all through America. 

For the first time we will have some- 
thing comparable to a national “school” 
in all these fields. The fact the money 
is being raised privately and takes ad- 
vantage of urban redevelopment plans is 
significant. 

Perhaps it indirectly will inspire simi- 
lar developments in other cities. Urban 
redevelopment is not merely a housing 
program. It produces tax-paying business 
centers as well. This is precisely what the 
Lincoln Square arts center is—a pri- 
vate corporation which is taking over re- 
developed property for which it will pay 
the agreed costs.

And justice won.

You, Too, Could Be 
As Weak as Judas 


Twentieth-century Christians are likely to 
be terribly critical of our Lord’s disciples. There 
have been times when I have criticized them * sae 
and complained because of their timid faith and their great fears. 


Its purpose is to force the Demo- 
cratic leadership into a whole 
series of no-compromise positions 
resulting in presidential vetoes, 
which this faction itself knows 
could not be overturned. 

The theory is that there should 
be. no negotiation or bargaining 
with the President. The theory 
is that the duty of a Democratic 
Congress is not to pass compro- 
mise bills but rather to draw 
up a 1960 campaign indictment 
against the Republicans. 

The national Democratic Ad- 
visory. Council is attacking the 
party’s congressional leadership 
almost as severely as it is at- 
tacking President Eisenhower. 
Butler is head of this body; ‘its 
most significant members are 
Harry S. Truman and Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 

The implications of all this far 
outrun present legislative issues. 
For what is really going on is 
this: The largely unelected Demo-

It is shocking for me to realize 
that | may have joined Judas in 
his foul deed. I hope I would not 
have gone along with him, but I 
might have. 

My new appreciation of the 
disciples comes with my under- 
standing of the situation they 
were in. Fear results from a lack 
of complete faith. Hesitation is a 
mark of small confidence. Today, 
after the passing ly 2,000 
years, we Can see full meas- 
ure and meaning of Christ's life, 
but those disciples, even with 
their intimate association with 
Him, had none of the assurances 
which time has brought concern- 
ing Christ’s inevitable victory 
over the forces of sin and evil. 

Furthermore, I am humbled by 
the realization that I live in a 
generation which is not particu- 
larly famous for its individual 
courage and creative faith. Don’t 
misunderstand me for I am 
aware of the many Christians who 
in our times stand up for the 
things that matter most to Christ. 
But most of us—and I’m speaking 
of church folks—are likely to go 
along with the crowd. We are 
dominated and directed in great 
measure by local, not divine, 
standards and by popular ap- 
peals. 

The disciples stayed with their 
Master even when the harsh cries 
from the streets counseled sur-

render. They hid in the shadows 
on the day of Crucifixion but only 
one sold out to the enemy. 

In the hard and trying times 
which followed, they rose to God's 
requirements. They became men 
who had faith as strong as stee!. 
Inspired by the Resurrection, they 
went forth with heroic hearts to 
conquer the world for the One 
they loved. 

There is one’ scene, forever 
treasured in the minds of Bible 
readers, which says a good deal 
about the minds and hearts of the 
disciples. Jesus had joined them 
for a farewell meal in the Upper 
Room. Calmly and deliberately 
He said that one of their number 
would become a betrayer. 

What would be your reaction in 
such a situation? I think most of 
us would protest vigorously and 
then begin to look with suspicion 
upon everyone else. Not so the 
disciples. The Bible tells us that 
each man began to search his 
own heart and then to.ask, ‘‘Lord, 
is it 1?” 

That story tells me a good deal 
about those men. They were weak 
and they knew it. Each man knew 
that he was capable of becoming 
a betrayer. Each felt a sense of 
personal responsibility. We are 
just as weak but we are more 
likely to think of ourselves as 
being strong.

He would create a “volunteer 
police force’’ to deter or counter 
any use of force against any Latin- 
American country and would put 
this police force at the disposal 
of the OAS for such emergency.

American court of justice as the 
legal arm of the OAS to which 
the members would agree to refer 
disputes. 

The reason for creating the OAS

The Unpredictable Inca 


Alejandro Olmedo Rodriguez some day may be- 
come the best tennis player in the world. He already 
is the laziest and most unpredictable. His mystifying 
transitions from tiger to tabby cat and back to tiger 
have left disciples of the game gaping. 


Some afternoons the one-eighth Inca Indian plays like he can't 
be beat. And on others he couldn’t seem to care less. No wonder 
so many are wondering what's with Alex Olmedo, and will he play 
for keeps at Wimbledon this week? 


They can’t forget what happened in 
December .. . and in May. 


Although he was “‘Down Under” 
geographically last January, Olmedo 
was on top of the tennis world. The 
Australians could hardly believe their 
eyes, or the scoreboard.

In moderate sized 
stones, however, the present 
market rates the blue-white 
above all other colors.) 


For $1,100 I spied a bargain, 
a carat and a half. 


Mr. Van Rosendaal changed 
my mind. “Imperfect,” he said, 
passing me the magnifying 
glass. “I would rather you buy 
a perfect stone, even if it is 
smaller.”

‘AFRICA IS FIDDLING’ 

On Friday in Cape Town, when 
Parliament was debating the in- 
troduction of decimal coinage, Ar- 
thur Hopewell, member from 
Pinetown, just north of Durban, 
told the house: “South Africa is 
fiddling while Rome burns.” 


Quoting from the judicial com- 
mission report which investigated 
Durban’s 1949 riots, Hopewell 
said: “Slums on the fringes of 
Durban (Cato Manor) are a dis- 
grace to any community that calls 
itself civilized. We cannot expect 
to get clean water from a cess- 
pool. In these human rabbit war- 
rens something like 23,000 Afri- 
cans live under most sordid con- 
ditions which make police control 
almost impossible.” 


The Africans in Cato Manor 
work in Durban at jobs from fac- 
tory work to tending the gardens 
of whites. The more educated 
seek work in commerce but gal- 
aries for blacks are as low in 
Durban as anywhere in South Af- 
rica. These can range from $4 
a week to $30 for better paid 
jobs.

Dick Clark, the teen-agers’ 
friend, fan and father-confes- 
sor, has come a long way from 
the time he started a teen-age 
disc jockey show on a local sta- 
tion in Philadelphia. 


At present count, he still has 
the daily American Bandstand 
show (4-5:30 p.m., Channel 11), 
plus a weekly Saturday night 
show (7:30-8, Channel 2). 


This Wednesday, he will be 
the subject of the pretaped 
This Is Your Life show (10-11 
p.m., Channel 2). 


And Sunday he will embark 
on his most ambitious enter- 
tainment venture when he 
serves as host and guide to 
The Record Years, a live spe- 
cial on ABC-TV (9:30-10:30 
p.m., Channel 11). 


He will gather around him 
an impressive array of ‘pop’ 
musical talent including John- 
ny Mathis, the McGuire Sis- 
ters, Les Paul and Mary Ford, 
the Fabulous Fabian, Stan Fre- 
berg, Fats Domino and Stan 
Kenton and his orchestra, in 
addition to choruses of dancers 
and singers, in a salute to the 
record industry. 


Dick denies he’s nervous 
about the special, but admits 
he feels some pressure. 


“When you're asked to do a 
special,” he explains, ‘“‘a cer- 
tain recognition goes with it. 
Its even more than you get 
from a regular series. And you 
have to justify this recognition. 
You know it’s going to be a 
one-shot and there’s no second 
chance. There’s no next week 
to do better.” 


Clark said the show will offer 
“a cross-section of American 
musical tastes, not just one 
kind. My guess is that people 
like music, not just rock ’n 
roll, but every type.” 


He cited the talent signed for 
“The Record Years” as an il- 
lustration of the different kinds 
of music popular in this coun- 
try.

Luigi Learns 


By BILL POPE 

With Italian eating places 
sprouting up like weeds in At- 
lanta, we dropped in to talk to 
the chef at Caruso’s on Ponce 
de Leon—which has been under 
the ownership of a Swede, Paul 
Anderson; for the last four 
years. 

The chef is Luigi Juliani, 
gray-headed little man who was 
born of Italian parents in Tam- 
pa, Fila., and reared by an aunt 
on New York's East Eide. 

“A lot of soldiers went over- 
seas during the last war,” he 
said between bites of a tunafish 
loaf, ‘“‘and brought back the 
praises of Italian cooking with 
them. Besides, the _ tourist 
travel to Italy has been a big 
influence. Did you know more 
tourists went to Italy last year 
than to any other country in 
Europe?” 

While we thumbed through 
our book of statistics to check 
up on that one, Luigi uncorked 
another piece of news: 

“Napoleon brought the best 
Italian cook of that era back to 
France with him, and that’s 
really what marked the begin- 
ning of the great tradition of 
French cooking. I don’t re- 
member the cook’s name right 


now. 


Not prepared to argue about 
it, we went on to ask about the 
erigins of spagetti. Luigi says

it was originally a Chinese dish, 


. which Marco Polo appropriated 
- and brought back to Italy. 


“Real Italian spaghetti,” he 
explained, “is called fuchine— 
dough cut into thin strips, left 
out in the sun to dry and served 
with ham, pork or other 
meats.” 


Luigi's apprenticeship _in 
cooking was obtained in his 
aunt’s restaurant on the East 


Side of the 1920s—a now-de- 
funct place called House of So- 
rella. 


“I grew up in the kitchen the 
hard way,” recalls Luigi. Oc- 
casionally, his burdens were 
lifted by glimpses of Mayor 
James J. Walker and then- 
Congressman Fiorelle La 
Guardia. 


“My aunt,” continued Luigi, 
“had a chef who told me that

the secret of being an artist 
was to try to improve old 
dishes to suit the chef's own 
taste. 


“One afternoon I came home 
from school hungry and filched 
an 8-ounce steak out of the ice 
box. I knew I'd get the devil 
beat out of me, but I was too 
hungry to care. I broiled the 
meat in a half-stick of butter, 
dumped mushrooms on top and 
onions on top of that. Then I 
poured Chianti over the meat 
and let it blaze. But my aunt 
came in before I could start 
to eat.” 


Luigi forestalled a whipping 
by persuading her te taste it. 
So full of admiration was the 
old girl that she insisted he 
give the concoction a name— 
which he did. It is Chicken 
a la Sorella, and it pops up on 
the Caruso menu from time te 
time. 

Speaking of Caruso, we 
checked out with Luigi the fact 
that spaghetti a la Caruso was 
named in honor of the great 
Enrico. The tenor took his spa- 
ghetti-eating seriously, as any 
photograph of him in costume 
will attest. The authentic recipe 
contains chicken livers, mush- 
rooms and tomato sauce, ac- 
cording to Luigi. 


Luigi proudly claims that he 
has never “cooked by the 
book.”” When he isn’t devising 


his own variations on old 
themes, he is whipping up 
dishes he ferreted out from Ital- 
ian sources during his stay 
with the U.S. Army in World 
War Il. 


One such dish on the Caruso 
menu is Snapper, Butanaise— 
named in honor of a Sicilian 
girl, Maria Butanaise, at whose 
home Luigi first encountered it. 
The gist of the preparation— 
check Luigi on the fine points 
—is to broil or bake the fish 
with butter, onions and mush- 
rooms, then pour on the Mar- 
sala wine, light it and serve on 
a dish bordered with black and 
green olives. 


With “Viva la Butanaise” 

welling in our throats, we 
checked a point on cooking 
with wine. 


*“¥_ cook fish and fewl in im- 
ported wines,” said Luigi, “and 
meats in American wine.”’ Some 
makes of California champagne 
and sparkling burgundy he con- 
siders the equal of anything 
France has te offer, by the 
way. 


As for culinary art in gen 
eral, “fiothing is hard, it just 
takes time.” 


The same spirit probably 
seized Buonarotti Michelangelo 
when he tackled his labors on 
the Sistine Chapel wall.
